Iu face, the farmers, cat-
tle men and sheep berders in that re-
gion all use the natural article for
washing Chemically eonnid.
ered, this pecaliar clay is a hydrated
silicate of slumiba, ia, potash
and lime. When the steatite is first
dug frow the stratum it Jooks precise-
Iy like immense masses of castile sosp,
the mottling element being s small per-
centage of iron oxide. Professor Stew-
art has reccived s sample of thi= natur-
al soap prapared by a firm in Elko who
bave undertaken to iutroduce it into
the market. It is similar iz appearance
to the Castile sonp sold in large bars.
Nothiog is added to the mineral but a
trifle more alkali and sowe soenting ex-
tracts. [ts detersive qaalitics are a8
powerful as those of any manufactured
soap.— Western exchange.

It
was said in evidence that Kepuner several

strokes ol Longaore’s billy, and afler the
fight, a billy was found oa thy scene of the
condict, and Kopser claimed it as his prop-
erty. Kepner was severely handled, Long-
acre pounded him with his fist and kicked
him in the abdomen, till he cried out,
siegough Billy™ ! and that ended the bat.
tle. Kepuer was taken to a pump and the
blood was washed from his face and head,
and people that were about him did pot
think that be was serfously hurt- He how-
erer soon grew sick and later in the night
when ke reached his father’s house he was
seriously ill. A doctor was called and by
Saturday mworning he was so prostrated that
Justice, J. P. Shindel was requested to
take an information against Longacre and
others on a charge of sssault and battery.
All the partics charged were arrested and
placed in jul by June 29, 1884. On July
1st, 1854, all of the parties arrested were
brought before Justice Parker in this place,
and all released excepting Longacre, who
was re<committed to jail to await the re-
sult of the injuries of Kepner. The Com-
monwealth had by this time taken charge
of the case. On Wednesday, July 2, 1884,
Kepner died.  After death an  examination
of his body was made by doctors Grabam
and Shelly, and great injary to the stomach
and bowels was revealed. The death of
Kepner caused a change in the charge and
Longscre was held under the charge of
s“murder and manslaughter.”™ On July 12
an effort to obtain Longacre’s release om
buil failed. The commonwealth asked
$5,000 bail. The judge fixed the bail at
$2,000 but the prisoner could not oblain
that amount. He remained in jail till last
Wednesday, September 2, 1884, at noon,
when he was put upon trial. The trial last-
ed till abount half.past 9 o’clock, September
4, 1854, when the jury retired to their room
to work out a verdict. Between the hours
of 12 and 1 o'clock on Friday morning, Sep-
tember 5, 1554, the Court House bell waa
rung, as per order of the Court, should the
jury agree,and the verdiet was received
and announced by Judge Barnett. The
verdict was «Guilty of Manslaughter.,” On
Friday evening at 12 minutes before 8 o'-
clock P. M. the prisoner was taken before
Judge Barpett, for sentemce. Mr. Lyon
and Mr. Atkinson each addressed thecoun
in behalf of alenient sentence for Lungacre.
The judge sentenced him to pay a line of
one dollar, the costs of prosecution and to
undergo an imprisoument at solitary labor
in the western penitentiary for the period
of three years. That night the Sherilf siart-
ed with Lim for the penitentiary.

public good. The newspapers should, year
after year, make known the law, that no one
may be igonoraut of it, and that they are M.
able to & penalty to thus make pasture-plots
of the highways. Our supreme court of
this state has decided that owners caunot
recover damages for cattle killed on rail-

roads ; indeed, the opinion was implied that
the owners cught to be held responsible for

the damages sustained by arailroad compa-
ny, by reason of the tresspassing of such
cattle on their property, and by the passen-
gerS, etc., carried upon them. The right
of farmers, moreover, extend further than
the mere ownership of the grass minerals,
ote., on that portion of tho public road on
which thelr property fronts. There deeds
claim the fee-simple of the land to the cen-
tre of the read, and they continue to own
that land, the public having ouly the right
ofthe way over it. Now it has been de-
cided by the courta in the state of New
York that the legislatara does not posess
the power to make pasturs grounds of the
public roads, and thus give away the prop-
erty of the actual owners of the land to oth-
ers, who have wo claim to it whatever, and
whuse appropriation of it to their own use
is not onuly a violation of the rights of the
owtiers, but a direct obstruction te the gen-
eral travel, A person traveling on & high-
way aod mects an accident from cattle upon
it, whether lying down, as they are in the
habit of doing, or otherwise, the owner in
liabla for all damages incurr=d.

Whenerer this question comes up before
our supreme cotrt—as it must sooner or
[ater—there is not the least doubt as to
! what its decision will be. The wonder is
that it has not long ago been done, aud the
sooner it shall be better for the farmers of
the commonwealth, who in varions sections
still suffer serious loss from the depreda-
tiona of road cattle belunging to neighlors
obstrueiing the highways and breaking in
upon their crops .
